Sluuv,  spcakin-of  the  artists,  "  why,  if  photography  be  so 
exquisite  an  artistic  process,  it  did  not  attract  them.    V*  i; 
there  were  many  reasons.    The  first  and  principal  on. 
ncvcr  mentioned.    It  was,  that  artists  were  terrified  by  the 
diiliculty  and  mv^iv-'ry  o:"  tiic  process."
